Answering questions Mr. Gaherty 
said that his company had not yet 
applied for a permit to construct a 
pipe line from Turner Valley to Cal- 
gary or any other point in the prov- 
ince, 


Is Franchise Exclusive

Perhaps we may say that an 
idealist is a man who refuses to fix 
his standards of life and conduct by 
the world as it actus ally exists, but 
nsists uj 1 settin them in ac- 
cordance with his ide as of what the 
world ought to be like. He shapes 
his life by ideas, that is, instead of 
by concrete facts 


Sometimes this leads him so far 
away from ‘ “3 that he gets 
mentally befog und becomes 


omewhat ridiculous. Probably it is 
for this reason that the word 
“idealist” is often used as a term 
oaen, 

But in its best sense, the word 1 

high compliment, For a man who 
vauges his life by the standard of 
what ought to be rather than what 
s, is obviously bent on making the 
orld better. 


And who should be more of an 
idealist than the man who makes 
machines ? 

Back of every machine in use to- 
day lay some man’s belief that a 
certain phase of life could be im- 
proved upon, Back of the steam 
engine lay Watts’ feeling that such 
tasks as pulling coal up out of mines 
were too hard for men’s muscles, 
and that men ought not to have to 
work so hard. Back of the steam- 
boat lay Fulton's feeling that the 
old method of crossing the water 
was too laborious and wasteful. 
Back of the cotton gin lay Whitney's 
feeling that men spent too much 
time and effort in turning the fluffy 
cotton into usable threads. Back of 
the telephone lay Bell's belief that 
man ought to be able to commun 
icate with his fellow man = more 
easily and speedily. 

In other words: All of these in- 
ventors and every other inventor 
and machine builder, were dissatis- 
fied with existing conditions, Each 
one wanted to see life made more 
easy, Each one was an idealist, 

We have misunderstood our ma- 
chines and their makers too long. 
We have conceived of them as the 
chief agents of the great wave of 
materialism that lately has risen | 
too high, But we have — been} 
mistaken, 

The machines have given us a new 


civilization, Whether we realize it | « 


or not, the coming of the machine 
has upset old standards. Life can 
never again be as it was a century 
ago. 

And it is the maker of machines 
the supreme idealist—who will se« 
us through the transition.

The use of better quality seed 
grain by farmers throughout the 
province thie spring is being urged 
in order to maintain the high 
standard which Alberta crops have 
established in the past. Lack of care 
in the selection of seed, with the 
consequent lowering in the quality 
of the crop produced, will very soon 
reduce the demand for Alberta 
Wheat on the markets of the world 
and correspondingly lower the 
prices received by the grower, 

The remedy for this situation is 
largely in the hands of the in- 
dividual farmer. The man who sows 
weed seeds with his grain has him- 
self to blame for the lowered grad- 
ing he will receive for his crop at | 
the elevator and the dockage im- 
posed. Seed drill surveys conducted 
in the province by the Dominion | 
Seed Branch indicate that the 
uverage seed put into the ground 
trades “rejected” according to| 
legal standards as to the number of | 
weed seeds present. The thorough | 
use of the fanning mill on all seed 


train will help the present and 


future crops by checking the spread 
of weeds which use valuable plant 
food. 

If a farmer is not in a position 
to purchase registered seed, which 
an be secured from the Provincial 
Seed Cleaning Plant at Edmonton 
he can at least use a high quality of 
commercial seed of one of the 
varieties of recognized merit.

RALIA IS) CHEAP TRIP IN 
$3,500 PLANE—COST OF FOOD, 
FUEL AND OTHER EXPENSES 
IS ABOUT $250, OR TWO CENTS 
A MILE FOR 12,000-MILE 
FLIGHT—ACTS AS HIS OWN 
ENGINEER — PLANE LESS 
THAN 80 HORSE POWER 


London, keb, 23.—Bert Hinkler, in 
|his fifteen-day flight from England 
} to Australia, made the cheapest oe 
distance flight ever accomplished, 
Was estimated here today. 

The small machine in which he 
flew, cost about 00. Expenses 
from Croydon, England, to Port 
Darwin, Australia, including food, 
fuel and accommodations, were 
figured at $250, or about two cents 
a mile for the trip of 12,000 miles. 


Hinkler was nis own engineer 
throughout the trip and the 
implicity and handiness of his 
plane enabled him to handle it when 
he alighted or hopped off without 
hiring help 

The low horsepower of Hinkler’s 
plane was another feature. It is 
under eighty, The Smith brothers, in 
their flight to tralia, used a 
motor of 360 horsepower, and Sir 
Alan Cobham, on his flight, one of 
four hundred horsepower, 

Greater Than Lindbergh's 

Canberra, Australia, Feb, 23.— 
Commenting on the flight of ‘Bert 
Hinkler, from England to Australia, 
Sir Robert Horne, former chancellor 
of the exchequer, said in an inter 
view that Captain Hinkler has out- 
classed Col, Lindbergh's achieve 
ment. 

“His flight is the most encourag- 
ing and inspiring that has taken 
place and has relieved the whole 
British race of the feeling that it 
has been out-classed in recent times 
in air developments. 

“Hinkler’s flight required en 
durance over lony periods and 
patient courage of an exceptional 
order, 

“This flight is the greatest single 
achievement in the history of avia- 
tion,”

A one-pound sample of grain 
should sent the Dominion 
Seed Laboratory, Calgary, where 
the test will be made free of charge 
for farmers. Satisfactory germina 
tion tests can also be made at home 
by planting two lots of 100 seeds 
each about one inch deep in boxes 
of soil or sand, The tests should be 
kept fairly moist and at living-room 
temperature for about twelve days. 
Note should be taken of the number 
germinating in six days which in- 
dicates the vigor of germination, 
and the number germinating in 
twelve days which indicates the total 
number of viable seeds, It is strong-

DEFINITE TRIBUNAL ON COM. 


PASSIONATE PENSION 


Ottawa, Feb. 27.--More than) 
twenty proposed amendments to the | 
Pension Act were submitted to the | 
house of commons committee on sol- | 
diers’ pensions this morning by Hon. 
Dr. J. H. King, minister of health) 
and D.S.C.R. The minister explained | 
that the proposals were the result 
of conferences between officials of 
the department and veteran orwan- | 
izations and that, owing to the | 
budget debate, they had not been 
introduced into the commons. / 

He presented the proposals to the 
committee for consideration in order 
that the members would be thor- 
oughly acquainted with them by the 
time the bill reached the committee 
stage, 

Several of the proposals are of a 
technical nature to clear up ambigu- 
ous meanings. One amendment 
makes it clear that disease contract- | 
ed as a direct result of hostilities | 
is to be pensionable, irrespective of | 
the place where it was contracted. 

Proposed Changes 

It is proposed that: 

“When « pensioner appears to be 
incapable of expending, or is not ex- 
pending the pension in a proper man- 
ner, or is not maintaining the mem- 
bers of his family to whom he owes 
the duty of maintenance, the com- 
mission may direct that the pension 
be administered for the benefit of 
the pensioner and of the members 
of his family by the department or 
by some person selected by the com 
mission.” 

It is proposed that any balanee 
due to a deceased pensioner at the 
time of his death, whether unpaid 
or held in trust, shall not form part 
of the estate of such pensioner, but 
the commission may direct the pay 
ment of such balance to the widow, 
the children, or to any person who 
has maintained him or toward the 
expense of last illness or burial. 


Compassionate Pensions 
_ There is an amendment which 
would create a definite tribunal to 
adjudicate upon applications for 
compassionate pensions. 

No pension is to be paid in respect 
of a child (boy over 16, or girl over 


17) except when those responsible 
for its maintenance are without 
adequate resources. 

Exception is also made in the case 
of a child making satisfactory pro 
gress with its education. But nc 


pension shall be paid in respect to 
children for educational purposes 
after 21 years of age. 

Sub-section nine of section 22 of 
the act is repealed and the following 
substituted: 

“On the death of the wife of a 
pensioner pensioned on account of 
disability, the additional pension for 
a married member of forces may, in 
the discretion of the commission, be 

itinued to him for so long as there

VENDOR COMING AMEND- 
MENTS TO LIQUOR CONTROL 
ACT ARE BEING BROUGHT 
DOWN—NO MORE ‘PHONING 
TO BREWERY FOR BEER 


DISTRIBU- 


Edmonton, Alta., Feb. 23.—There 
will be no more telephoning the 
breweries to deliver a case of beer, 
if amendments to the liquor act in- 
troduced in the legislature Thursday 
afternoon are passed by the legisla- 


ture and put in effect by the gov- 
ernment. 
Most important among them is 


one which takes the sale and dis- 
tribution of beer, especially bottled 
beer, out of the hands of breweries 
and brewery warehouses and places 
it in the hands of the government 
vendors. 

Premier Brownlee and Attorney- 
General Lymburn say that it is not 


the intention of the government to 
proceed at once to take over the 
di bution of beer, that they are 


merely creating the machinery so it 
will be handy if the government 
decides to take the step. 
Other Amendments 
Besides the beer amendment, other 
important proposed changes to the 


act are: 
Including the sale of “canned 
heat” with flavoring extracts and 


patent medicines so that it may be 
sold only under regulations of the 
board. 

Prohibiting the sale of any “near 
beer” containing any alcoholic con- 
tent, such as’ “two per cent,” except 
by vendors 


Increase Fines 
Increasing the fine for a first 
offence for selling liquor illegally 


from $100 as at present to $300, the 
maximum remaining at $1,000 and 
costs, or three months in jail in de- 
fault of payment.

for the purpose of holding a 
plebiscite for or against beer 
licenses. 

Prohibiting the sale or exposure 
for sale of any tincture or pre- 


parations advertised to give a flavor 
such as Scotch, rye, gin, Bourbon, 
etc., whether they contain alcohol 
or not, 
Doesn't Affect Hotels 

The amendments regarding beer 
do not affect the sale of beer in 
licensed beer halls. Also, hotel men 
will continue to buy beer by the keg 
from breweries and warehouses, it 
is understood, but the government 
may decide that they will have to 
buy their bottled beer through the 
vendor. 


The new sections governing the 
sale of beer through the vendors 
provide that before a vendor can 


make delivery of any such beer, he 
shall receive an order in writing, 
signed and dated by the purchaser, 
setting out the number of his permit 
and the kind and quantity of beer 
ordered. 

This means the purchase will not 
have to be endorsed on his permit, 
and further, a special section pro- 
vides that payment mey be made 
pursuant to regulations, instead of 
being specified in cash as for pur- 
chases of hard liquor. This, it 
unde vod, is aimed to facilitate the 
purchasing of bottled beer by hotels 
from the vendors when payment 
may be made by check under regula- 
tions fixed by the board.

STOCK WESTERN LAKES 


TO 


Last year, between June and 
September, the Fish Culture branch, 
of the Department of Marine and! 
Fisheries shjpped, over Canadian 


| National Railway lines, a total of 


nearly four million fish fry or egys. 
The exact figure was 3,857,000, the 
greatest number went from Fort 
Qu’Appelle to Bigyar, Sask., where 
the Lizard and Wilson Lakes were 
stocked with pickerel, nearly 1,000,- 
000 of them. The month of June was 
the heaviest and the species most 
commonly distributed was pickerel. 
In addition to those which went to 
Biggar, pickere! was sent from Fort 
Qu’Appelle to Hyas, to stock the 
Lady and Elbow Lakes, and from 
Winnipeg to Kamsack, Ninette, Rob- 
lin, Erickson, Glenora, and Angus- 
ville, for Madg Pelican, Mitchell, 
Clear, Rock, Fish and Goose Lakes. 
In June Kamloops sent Chilliwack 
for Cultus Lake, 40,000 Kamloops 
trout, and Prince Rupert sent 100, 
000 of the same species to Smithers 
for Lake Kathlyn, Rainbow trout 
went from Calgary to Edson, for 
distribution in the waters of Sun- 
dance, Hornback, Trout, Wolf and 
Edson Lakes. Fort Qu’Appelle sent 
two shipments of salmon trout to 
North Battleford a total of more 
than’ 200,000 eggs. Brown trout and 
cutthroat trout were shipped to 
Jasper, Milnes Landing and Col- 
wood, from Calgary and Cowichan 
Lake. In July the only shipment 
made was 15,000 rainbow trout, 
from Calgary to Peers for Carrot 
Creek, August was given over en- 
tirely to perch and with one excep- 
tion (Regina) the eggs were sent 
from Fort Qu’Appelle. The odd thing | 
was that while some of the Qu’- 
Appelle shipments went to Regina 
the one Regina shipment was for 
Fort Qu’Appelle. Most of the perch 
were for Saskatchewan lakes. In 
September, Fort Qu'Appelle sent 
1, 750 perch fry to Sonderman and 
York Lakes, the only shipment. in 
that month, : 


CARE OF BREEDING FLOCK AT

ing the pregnant period. Potassium 
iodide should be given in the drink- 
ing water twice per month or in the 
salt kept before the ewes at all 
times, Ewes in good thrifty condi- 
tion are more likely to give birth to 
strong vigourous lambs. 


In preparation for the lambing 
season small pens about four feet 
square or large enough for the ewe 
and her young should be made. As 
lambing time approaches the loose 
wool should be trimmed from the 
flanks and udder as this gives the 
young lamb a better chance to 
secure nourishment, and lessens 
possibility of wool balls in lambs’ 


stomachs, Prior to lambing the ewe 
should be placed in a small pen and 


left there until the lamb is quite 


strong. On the other hand, if they 
are allowed to lamb with the flock 
it is almost impossible to give them 
the necessary attention and serious 


losses will often result, 
‘ 


When the lambs are about 


days to two weeks old, they should 
be docked and all the ram lambs 
that are not intended for breeding 
purposes should be castrated, It is 
important to have the lambs docked 
and castrated if the best prices are 
to be obtained when they are 
marketed in the fall. Provide a lamb 
creep in one corner of the yard for 
the purpose of feeding grain to the 
young lambs. Better gains will be 
obtained than if dependant entirely 
on their mothers’ milk
